Unfortunately this season that optimistic approach is 
becoming unrealistic. Given the slow start it's time to 
pull out the calculators and slide rules to do some fig- 
uring. 


Over the last four seasons the one remarkable statistic 
to emerge from the run into the finals is that a team 
must capture at least 50% of the maximum total points 
available for the season to make the playoffs. 

That means this season South must score at least 48 
points out of a possible 96 to qualify. Over the last four 
seasons teams finishing in sixth position on the table 
have met that ratio as listed below:

OK, | know what your thinking. You've just turned a 
few pages looked at South's points at the moment and 
thought, no way Jose. 


Well the good news is that the four points for a win s- 
cenario makes it a possibility given a string of wins. In 
the past a swag of draws have been sufficient, with 
Olympic in ‘91 amassing 13 draws against their 8 wins. 
Breene in ‘92 also had just 8 wins and totalled 10 

raws. 


The advent of bonus points for the win in ‘93 onwards 
has curbed the chances of teams relying on draws. 
Parramatta in ‘23 had 11 wins and just six draws, whilst 
Olympic last season also had 11 wins and just 8 draws. 


Clearly then bonus points have reduced drawn 
fixtures, with the old average of around 30% of all 
matches slipping to 24% in the last few years. 


For South this season to reach a minimum of 48 points 
the likely scenario would be 10 wins, 6 draws and 8 
losses. 10 wins gives 40 points and assuming South 
win half of their snootouts, they'll finish with 49 points, 
which should just see them sneak in the six. At worst 9 
wins and 8 draws (5 shootout wins) would also give 49 
points. 


Keep your fingers crossed and those calculators 
handy.
